ALL  COLLEGE  MEN 
ASKED  TO  TAKE 
APTITUDE  TESTS 

All  draft-eligible  college  students 
have  been  advised  by  selective  service 
headquarters  to  take  the  forthcoming- 
aptitude  tests  regardless  of  their 
scholastic  standing. 

In  making  this  suggestion  April  22, 
Brig.  Gen.  Louis  H.  Renfrow,  deputy 
director,  said  he  is  concerned  about 
reports  that  students  are  not  apply- 
ing to  local  draft  boards  for  the  ex- 
amination application  cards. 

He  said  it  is  “vitally  important  for 
everyone  eligible  for  the  test  to  take 
it.  “Later  he  put  it  more  strongly, 
saying  each  eligible  student  must 
take  the  test  and  have  it  in  his  files.” 

Heretofore,  the  selective  service 
attitude  has  been  that  a student  may 
take  the  test  or  may  depend  on  his 
scholastic  l'ecord,  if  it  is  sufficiently 
good. 

The  aptitude  test  are  to  be  given 
May  26,  June  30,  at  more  than  1000 
examination  centers,  including  Joliet. 
Renfrow  said  a forth  date  will  be  set 
for  sometime  in  July  for  men  who 
cannot  take  the  examination  on  Sat- 
urday because  of  their  religious 
beliefs.

Busy  With  Students’  Problems

Most  people  say,  “Sure,  I know 
what’s  in  there.  It’s  where  the  peo- 
ple working  there  are  busy  making 
a list  of  the  dishonorable  honor  roll 
every  six  weeks.  It’s  the  place  that 
sends  out  the  call  slips  marked 
‘after  class’  instead  of  ‘immediately.’ 
And  it  is  also  the  place  that  marks 
‘no  credit’  on  my  absence  blanks  in- 
stead of  ‘excused.’  Why  should  I 
want  t o know  what  else  they  do  ? 
Isn’t  that  enough?” 

Yes,  the  office 
is  the  place 
where  the  list 
of  s c h o 1 arsb.ip 
reports  are  made 
a.  n d it  is  also 
the  place  that 
s ends  out  the 
call  slips.  But 
have  you  ever 
stopped  to  think 
of  the  important 
message  from  home  or  work  you 
might  have  missed  if  it  wasn’t  for  a 
little  slip  of  paper  labeled  “call 
slip?”  Can  you  imagine  a person  try- 
ing to  find  you  if  there  wasn’t  a pro- 
gram card  telling  where  you  are  ? 

The  office  also  marks  “no  credit” 
on  the  absence  blanks,  but  it  isn't 
the  fault  of  the  office.  The  office 
workers  didn’t  give  you  “no  credit”; 
your  cutting  class  gave  you  that. 

An  average  of  90  absence  blanks 
pass  through  the  office  every  day. 
This  means  450  a week,  1800  a 
month,  or  approximately  7200  ab- 
sence blanks  a semester.  This  daily 
average  naturally  rises  when  we 
have  bad  weather,  pr  when  the  old 
spring  fever  strikes,  or  when  the 
baseball  season  opens. 

The  college  office  is  also  the  place 
that  sends  out  transcripts.  Last 
year  about  500  transcripts  were  re- 
quested by  former  students  to  be 
sent  to  colleges  from  the  east  to  the 
west  coasts.  About  30  present  stu- 
dents have  thought  of  next  fall,  and 
have  had  their  transcripts  sent  to 
various  colleges  to  assure  admittance 
in  September.  The  biggest  number 
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of  these  transcripts)  has  been  sent  to 
the  University  of  Illinois. 

The  college  office  is  always  ready 
to  help  answer  any  questions,  put 
announcements  of  various  organiza- 
tions on  the  bulletin  board,  find  in- 
formation about  other  colleges 
throughout  the  country,  and  help  a 
student  in  dozens  of  other  ways. 

The  dean  and  the  assistant  dean, 
the  office  heads,  are  always  willing 
to  help  solve  any  problems  of  the 
students.  During  registration  time 
they  are  ready  to  advise  the  wisest 
choice,  but  they  do  not  force  you 
into  taking  it. 

The  college  office  forms  the  center 
of  a wheel  with  every  student  form- 
ing an  important  spoke.  The  bend- 
ing of  one  spoke  can  destroy  the 
well  functioning  wheel,  just  as  the 
destruction  of  the  office  would  rum 
the  college. 

So  when  a question  or  problem 
arises,  just  follow  the  wellworn  pa.h 
made  by  other  students  going  to 
room  243,  the  junior  college  office.

President  Advises 

Dr.  R.  C.  Cook,  president  of  Mis- 
sissippi Southern  college,  recently 
set  down  four  reasons  why  college 
students  should  wait  to  be  drafted 
rather  than  enlist.  These  reasons,  as 
published  by  the  Student  Print.:, 
were  as  follows: 

“With  the  emergency  over,  the 
drafted  soldier  gets  the  final  dis- 
c h a r g e — the  professional  (volun- 
teer) soldier  waits  until  the  end  of 
his  four  year  enlistment.” 

“The  drafted  college  student  goes 
into  the  army  with  a heterogeneous 
group.  From  the  first,  he  stands  out 
as  a leader.  In  a new  organization 
promotions  are  fast,  and  college  men 
are  eagerly  sent  to  Officer  Candidate 
School.” 

“Only  about  one  out  of  eight 
soldiers  are  combat  soldiers.  There 
are  hundreds  of  jobs  to  be  done  in 
the  army  other  than  combat.” 

“Will  you  be  safer  if  you  choose 
the  Navy,  Air  Corps  or  Marines? 
There  is  no  ‘safe’  branch  of  the  serv- 
ice in  time  of  war.”

Barney 
Byers  then  plunked  a Texas-leager 
over  the  infield  for  two  more  tally’s 
and  Glenview  led  6 to  0. 

At  this  point  Lee  Muir  replaced 
Gannon.
